“In no sense can this power be 
seen as dictatorial or without 
boundaries.” 

Among limitations on these 
powers, the petition said, is the 
fifth amendment’s prohibition 
against deprivation of property 
without just compensation. 

Acting Attorney General Philip 
Perlman contended in the petition 
that Judge Pine erred in deciding 
against the legality of the presi- 
dential seizure, and also in going 
into the constitutional questions 
involved. 

Perlman contended the matter 
could have been disposed of in 
the lower court on issues of fact, 
without going into the question of 
constitutionality. 

Effect on Historic Actions. 

He argued, too, that if the Pine 
opinion should stagd, it would in 
effect put the stamp of illegality 
on such historic presidential ac- 
tions as the Emancipation Procla- 
mation which treed the slaves and 
the Lot:siana Purchase which 
brought a large portion of the 
West into possession of the United 
States. 

The Government said a “review 
and reversal” of Judge Pine's de- 
cision is “urgent.”

OF PINE'S DECISION 


Appeals Judges Explain 
Stay Order; Cite..1871 
Emergency Power Pre- 


cedent. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (UP)— 


| The niajority. of the United States 


Court of Appeals disclosed today 
that it reinstated Government 
control of the steel mills because 


it thinks there is “a serious ques- 
tion as to the correctness” of 
United States District Judge Da- 
vid A. Pine’s decision outlawing 
the seizure. 

» The reinstatement was ordered 
by the appeals court in a 5 to 4 
ruling Wednesday. 

The five-man majority tssued a 
written memorandum today ex- 
plaining the action. 

The memorandum referred to 
part of the Pine opinion which 
said there is “utter and complete 
lack of authoritative support” for 
the Government’s contention that 
the seizure was legal. 

The five judges cited an 1871 
Supreme Court decision Which 
said: : 

“Extraordinary and unforeseen 
occasions arise, however, beyond 
all doubt, in cases of extreme ne- 
cessity in time of war or of imme- 
diate and impending public dang- 
er, in which private property may 
be impressed into the public serv- 
ice, or may be seized and appro- 
priated to the public use, or may 
even be destroyed without the 
consent of the owner . . . Exigen- 
cies of the kind do arise in time 
of war or impending danger, but 
it is the emergency, as was said 
by a great magistrate, that gives 
the right and it is clear that the 
emergency must be shown te exist 
before the taking can be justified. 
Such a_ justification may be 
shown, and when shown the rule 
is well settled that the officer 
taking private property for such 
a purpose, if the emergency is 
fully proved, is not a trespasser, 
and that the Government is bound 
to make full compensation to the 
owner.” 

The memorandum further not- 
ed that the Supreme Court only 
last year upheld: the liability of 
the Government to pay just com- 
pensation for a “taking” very sim- 
ilar to the steel seizure. This was 
the Pee Wee Coal Co. case.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
President Truman said emphatic- 
ally yesterday he would not run 
if nominated for another term. 

When asked at a press confer- 


ence whether he would go a step 
further and say he would not 
serve if elected—a statement at- 
tributed to Gen. Wil:iam T. Sher- 
man in 1884 but disputed by some 
historians—the President asked 
now could he be elected if he re- 
fused the nomination. 

Truman had some good words 
to say for Senator McMahon 
(Dem.) Conn., latest to announce 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, and again for Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois, 
who has said he “could not ac- 
cept” a presidential candidacy 
this summer. 

The President denied published 
reports that Gen. Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower, who is running neck 
and neck with Senator Taft of 
Ohio for Republican presidential 
nomination delegates, is in poor 
health. 

No Ambition To Be Dictator. 

On the steel controversy, he 
said all he wanted to do is to get 
steel produced, that he’s going to 
take every action possible to that 
end. He said he had no ambition 
to be a dictator and of course he 
would abide by the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the matter. 

A reporter mentioned a rumor 
that William O’Dwyer, former 
mayor of New York City, had re- 
signed as ambassador to Mexico. 
Truman said that is not true. 

Yesterday’s press conference 
dealt in large part with the steel 
situation despite an opening 
admonition from the President 
that he would not discuss it. But 
politics came up first and a re- 
porter asked his opinion of Sen- 
ator McMahon’s announcement 
that he’s now a full-fledged candi- 
date for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination, making five 
avowed candidates in all. 

Truman said he thought very 
highly of McMahon and believed 
he was qualified for the job of 
President. He then volunteered 
that it looked like the Democrats 
were going to get some good 
candidates in the field. 

No on Running Again. 

A reporter then wanted to 
know if the President himself 
would run if nominated.: Truman 
replied firmly he would say no, 
and repeated the no when some 
reporters said they didn’t hear 
his reply. 

There have been intermittent 
reports that a “draft Truman” 
movement might get under way, 
the most recent early this week. 
The President's original statement 
March 29 said: “I shall not accept 
a renomination. I do not feel that 
it is my duty to spend another 
four years in the White House..” 

Asked about reports that Gov. 
Stevenson, reportedly Truman’s 
first favorite, might accept a draft 
if Senator Taft were nominated 
by the Republicans, the President 
said Stevenson would have to an- 
swer that himself. He added 
Stevenson is another good man, 
that he would make another good 
President. 

Earlier in the day in Oregon, 
Stevenson told questioning re- 
porters that Taft’s nomination 
“wouldn’t make a bit of differ- 
ence” in his decision to seek re- 
election as ,Governor. 

Eisenhower a Fine Man. 

Another reporter told the Pres- 
ident there have been some stories 
that Gen. Eisenhower is a sick 
man and would he comment. 

Oh, there is not anything of the 
kind, the President replied, ap- 
parently nettled. He added that 
Eisenhower is in ‘perfect health 
and he’s as fine a man as ever 
walked. 

Then, smiling and getting a 
laugh from his audience, Truman 
remarked that the retiring Allied 
commander in Europe is just be- 
ginning to find out what happens 
to a candidate for office. And 
that’s mild compared with what 
he will face later on, he added.

Rapid Rise on Force. 

Brostron rose rapidly after join- 
ing the department in 1929. He 
was promoted to sergeant in 1938, 
lieutenant in 1942, captain in 
1945. He replaced Maurice Mul- 
cahy as inspector in 1947, 

In the fall of 1945 he assisted 
Mulcahy in an investigation of the 
policy racket, after reports were 
published that eight sergeants had 
received bribes for protection of 
policy writers. 

When a sergeant, in charge of 
detectives, Brostron took a major 
role in the police investigation 
into the financial affairs of AFL 
Hod Carriers, Building and Com- 
mon Laborers’ Union, Local 42.

‘American Public Should Know What Goes 
on,’ Says Sailor Facing 
Court-Martial. 


PEARL HARBOR, May 2 (AP) 
—Millionaire seaman Bruce S. 
Hopping, currently a leaf-raker 
facing court-martial for criticizing 
Navy discipline, says he is fight- 
ing the “system of inequality in 
the whole Navy.” 

“The American public should 
know what goes on,” the Maple- 
wood (N.J.) naval reservist said 
yesterday in an intérview. “They 
should know their money is go- 
ing to waste because of poorly 
handled indoctrination and per- 
sonnel policies.” 

He is vice president of a 
$3,000,000 New Jersey lumber 
firm. 

R. Adm. Francis C. Denebrink, 
Pacific service forces commander, 
recommended aé_ special court- 
martial—second severest in the 
Navy—for Hopping. He said the 
sailor should.be tried on charges 
of “violation of Navy regulations 


and conduct of the prejudice of 


good order and discipline.” 
Three Scraps With Navy. 

Hopping has had three unsuc- 
cessful jousts with the Navy. 

He publicly criticized Navy 
chow as unfit to eat last Septem- 
ber at Bainbridge, Md. 

He led crew complaints last 
February against discipline 
aboard the salvage ship Re- 


A Navy board exoner- 
ated the Reclaimer’s two top offi- 
cers,

WASHINGTON, May 2 (UP)— 
-Gen. Mark W. Clark, new Allied 

commander in the Far East, said 
today he would make a hard and 
continuing effort for “an honor- 
able armistice” in Korea. 

He talked to newspapermen as 
he left the White House after con- 
ferring with President Truman. 

Clark said he will leave “short- 
ly” for Tokyo, but said he could 
not be specific about the date. 

He was here for intensive brief- 
ing on his new job, in which he 
will relieve Gen. Matthew B. 
Ridgway, who in turn will suc- 
ceed Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
as supreme commander of Allied 
European forces. 

‘“A Difficult Task.” 

Clark said he planned no com- 
mand changes in the Korean war. 
He said his principal job would 
-be to support Gen. James A. Van 

Fleet, commander of the Amer- 
ican Eighth Army in Korea, for 
whom he had high praise. 

Mayas said his new assignment 

“a difficult task. and a tre- 
agile job, but I have had dif- 
ficult tasks before.” 

“I will give it all I can and 
work hard to bring about an hon- 
orable armistice,” he said. 

The Korean truce. talks bal- 
anced at a crucial point between 
success and failure, but State De- 
partment officials said they were 
somewhat encouraged by agree- 
ment of Allied and Red negotia- 
tors to meet again. They said, | 
however, that the new meeting 
did not in itself mean progress | 
toward an armistice. 

Clark Also Sees Acheson. | 

Clark declined to make a per- | 
sonal forecast on the chance of | 
peace in Korea. | 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- | 
son conferred with Clark briefly 
at the White House after the gen- 
eral talked with Truman. He had 
met earlier with the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff at the Pentagon. 

Clark said Truman “wished me 
the best of luck in my assign- 
ment and we discussed some of 
the problems of Korea.” 


COMMONS FACES BASIC ISSUE:

Speech, Also Calls for 


Reinvigoration of Lo- 
cal Government.

PORTLAND, Ore. May 2— 
Pleas for a clean-up of corruption 


-|in government, for reinvigoration | poster 
of local government and for a 


Democratic victory in November 
to bolster the United States’s role 
of world leadership for peace were 
voiced here last night by Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois. 

As principal speaker before the 
Oregon Democratic State Com- 
mittee’s ‘Jefferson-Jackson Day 
dinner, the Illinois chief execu- 
tive said he was proud that Dem- 
ocrats in both houses of Congress 
had led the battle to expose cor- 
ruption and corrupt officials. 

“Faithless Must Be Exposed.” 

“Let there be no misunder- 
standing,” he said. “As Demo- 
crats, proud of our party and its 
long record of service and lead- 
ership, we have not, we do not 
and we will not condone, excuse 
or explain away wrongdoing or 
moral obliquity in public office, 
whoever the guilty and whatever 
their station. . 

“While the faithless must be 
exposed and rooted out of every 
place of public trust, it will be a 
tragic disaster if we forget the 
tens of thousands of honest con- 
scientious public servants. 

“Generalities about crime and 
corruption in government which 
embrace the many good with the 
few bad can only make it harder 
to induce good people to enter 
public service. We do not lose 
faith in the banking system be- 
cause a few bankers turn out to 
be embezzlers.” 

Stevenson prefaced his remarks 
with a request that Oregon voters 
disregard his name on the_ ballot 
in this state’s presidential . pref- 
erence primary May 16, and that 
no campaign be waged on his be- 
half for the nomination. He re- 
peated that he was a candidate 
for Governor of Illinois and noth- 
ing more. 

Prior to-the dinner, Stevenson 
told a press conference that he is 
not a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President, 
but he failed to convince most of 
the 20 newspaper and radio re- 
porters present that he is “un- 
available.” 

After hearing the Governor's 
refusal to answer reporters’ ques- 
tions bearing on the possibility 
that he might be drafted, Monroe 
Sweetland, Oregon Democratic 
national committeeman, said: “I 
think the door is open to a draft.” 

For Vigorous Home Rule. 

Turning to a favorite theme, 
Stevenson declared that govern- 
ment may become too great a 
concentration of power and that 
the ever-present tendency to ac- 
cumulate power must be resisted. 

Conceding, however, that in a 
world of big business, big indus- 
try, big labor and big enemies, 
there must also be big govern- 
ment, Stevenson suggested that 
the best possible check on con- 
centration of power in Washing- 


ton was the effective ee 


of local governments. 
“Indeed, a prime cause of the 
centralization of power in Wash- 


ington has been the failure of lo- | 


cal governments,” he declared. 


“T think it would be more prof- | 


itable if we talked less of states’ 
rights and more of states’ wrongs 
—the failure to perform neces- 
sary functions adequately at the 
state level. The tradition of the 
Democratic party is vigorous 
home rule. So we Democrats 
must dedicate ourselves to the 
reinvigoration of local govern- 
ment.” 

* Great Need for Peace. 

Declaring that the great unfin- 
ished business of this generation 
is world peace, Stevenson pre- 
dicted the Republican party 
would offer the American people 
the mirage of a security that is 
not possible in the world today. 

“It will continue to use the two 
instruments of illusion which 
nothing yet has been able to 
strike from its hands,” he said. 
“One is nostalgia for an era that 
can never be brought back, a 
dream of turning history's clock 
back to a time when the world 
was simpler and the United 
States less powerful. The other 
is fear—fear of what may hap- 
pen if we accept the leadership 
from which in fact there can be 
no escape.”

the general say publicly whether 
he favors a six and one-half bil- 
lion-dollar cut in defense and 
foreign-aid spending as advo- 
cated by an Ejisenhower-for- 
President leader, Senator Carlson 
of Kansas. 


Mailed Speech to General. 


Carlson told a reporter he was 
expressing ‘strictly my own 
views” in calling for the reduc- 
tion in a Senate speech yesterday. 
He added, however, that on 
Wednesday he had mailed a copy 
of the speech to Eisenhower in 
Paris. 

“T just thought he might be in- 
terested in my views,” Carlson 
said. 

At his press conference yester- 
day Truman was asked what he 
thought of a report that Ejisen- 
hower was a sick man. He is not 
anything of the kind, the Presi- 
dent said. Then he added that 
Eisenhower is as fine a man as 
ever walked. 

Eisenhower, the President said, 
is just beginning to find out what 
happens in politics, and the at- 
tacks on him now are mild. 


Truman’s Help Still Expected. 


While Morse and other Eisen- 
hower supporters felt the Presi- 
dent’s praise would help their 
candidate, none of them doubted 
that Truman meant just what he 
said recently in declaring he plans 
to work as hard to elect a Demo- 
cratic president as though he were 
running himself. 

Latest Associated Press tabula- 
tions on: delegates pledged or 
committed to the two leading Re- 
publican candidates show Eisen- 
hower with 278 delegates and 
Senator Taft of Ohio with 274. 
Jt will take a minimum of 604 
delegate-votes to win the nomina- 
tion at the Republican national 
convention in Chicago July 7. 

The popular vote in the eight 
states where presidential prefer- 
ential primaries have been held— 
New Hompshire, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Illinois, ‘Wisconsin, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts—showed Taft leading 
with 1,897,044 votes to 1,850,718 
for Eisenhower. The figures do 
not include Democratic write-in 
votes in some state for the two 
leading Republican candidates. 
An earlier tabulation today, be- 
fore the official canvass of the 
Illinois vote, had put Eisenhower 
in the lead. 

McMahon Announces. 

Shortly before Truman’s press 
conference, Senator Brien Mc- 
Mahon of Connecticut announced 
he is a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. He is the fifth 
Democrat to enter the race. The 
others are Senators Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee, Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia, and Robert 
S. Kerr of Oklahoma, and W. 
Averell Harriman, director of the 
foreign aid program. 

Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illi- 
nois, who made a speech in Port- 
land, Ore., last night, left for Cali- 
fornia today, still insisting he is 
not a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. 
But Oregon Democratic party 
leaders carried on as if they did 
not believe it. 

The reception they gave him 
last night was in marked contrast 
to one given an avowed candidate, 
Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee, earlier. 

Kefauver drew 67 to a $2.50 
dinner. Stevenson drew 576 to a 
$10 dinner, held at the same 
place. There was standing room 
only at the end, as more than 600 | 
crowded into the room. | 

Taft Backers Criticized. 

In another Oregon develop- 
ment, Gov. Douglas McKay ac- 
cused Taft’s backers of trying to 
put over a “political trick.” In 
a radio address on behalf of 
Hisenhower, McKay noted that 
Taft refused to enter the Oregon 
presidential preference primary. 
Yet Taft forces are trying by in- 
direction to get eight of the 
state’s 18 votes at the Republican 
national convention, McKay as- 
serted. | 

He said eight candidates this 
time found a 1905 law that al- 
lowed them to file by petition 
without naming the candidate 
they will support. He called on 
the eight to announce before the 
May 16 primary the candidate 
they will support. : 

The Indiana Republican com- 
mittee formally approved advanc- 
ing the state nominating conven- 
tion from July 3 to June 7. The 
move was interpreted as a victory 
for Taft’s backers.

Honorable Dismissal Recom- 
mended for Ex-St. Louisan 
and Another Officer.

Honorable discharges have been 
recommended for First Lt.- Edwin 
L. Cox, former St. Louisan, and 
First Lt. James G. Bristol, of San 
Antonio, who were charged re- 
cently in Air Force court-martial 
proceedings for refusing to fly, it 
was announced today. 


The court-martial charges 
against the two officers have been 
dismissed, but similar charges 
are pending against four other 
Randolph Air Force Base offi- 
cers. 


The recommendation of honor- 
able discharges will be sent from 
Randolph base to Air Training 
Command Headquarters at Scott 
Air Force Base, and from there 
it will go to Air Force headquar- 
ters in Washington for final re- 
view. 
| Cox is 35 years old, married and 
has one child. He flew 350 hours 
of anti-submarine patrol and 14 
combat missions in a B-29 in the 
Asiatic-Pacific theater during 
World War II. He was recalled 
to active Air Force duty from an 
enlisted status last September. 
Bristol was a pilot instructor dur- 
ing World War II. 

Court-martial proceedings 
against Cox and Bristol were 
dropped April 22 after investiga- 
tion of their refusal to fly by 
Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg, Air Force 
chief of staff. 

Reports on the investigation 
said the two officers lacked the 
spirit, stamina and resolution de- 
manded by the Air Force. The 
men were in such a state of 
nervous apprehension they were 
incapable of performing their fly- 
ing assignments, the report added. 


EUROPEAN STEEL EXPORTS 
AT PRE-WAR LEVEL, 74 PCT, 


GENEVA (AP)—European steel 
producers have been told they 
must modernize their plants and 
set a far-sighted commercial poli- 
cy if they hope to maintain their 
dominating position in the world 
market against future American 
and Japanese competition.

“I have always felt deeply: 


about this subject of corruption. 
There is nothing I detest so much 
as a crooked politician or cor- 
rupt government official. But 
the type of business man who is a 
fixer is even lower ‘in my esti- 
mation. 


“These are the termites that 
undermine respect for govern- 


ment and confidence in govern-| 


ment and cast doubt on the vast 
majority of honest and hard- 
working federal officials. 


“Some dishonest people worm 
themselves into almost every or- 
ganization. It is all the mbre 
shocking when they make their 
way into our kind of Govern- 
ment which is based on the 
principle of justice to all. That 
is why I shall see to it that 
any federal employe, guilty of 
misconduct, is removed and 
punished. : 


“But I intend to protect with 
equal vigor the vast majority 
of federal employes who are 
honest, loyal and hardworking 
publie servants, against irre- 
~ eee and misinformed crit- 
cs. 

“There are those who suggest 
that all federal employes must 
bear the*burden of always seem- 
ing right in addition to being 
right, I go along with this exact- 
ing standard. But I will not allow 
any man to be punished for not 
seeming to be right if in fact he 
is not wrong. 


“Long before the headlines 

screamed about corruption, the 
Government had been taking steps 
to remove wrongdoers, wherever 
there was evidence. This is a 
never ending job of the Govern- 
ment. 
_ “We need the help of g¢veryone 
to prevent improper conduct in 
the public service and to protect 
the Government from the insid- 
ious influence peddlers and favor 
seekers. 

“We must meet all possible 
avenues of corruption. I think 
that every public official that 
gets more than ten thousand 
dollars a year ought to show 
exactly what his outside income 
is, if he has any.

The railroads have now been 
operated under the Government 
for about two years. If a wage in- 
crease were granted to the steel 
workers after less than a month, 
with no wage increase granted to 
the railroad brotherhoods, there 
wouRi be real trouble among rail- 
road labor.

Taft 
had no representative in the 
meeting, which was held in Taft 
Auditorium, a hall named for his 
father, former President William 
Howard Taft. 

Hoffman got a good hand, pos-| 
sibly the best of the evening, 
when he was introduced as re- 
flecting the views of Eisenhower 
but not tagging any statements he 
made as being those of the gen- 
eral. Hoffman said he had not 
talked to Eisenhower in advance, 
but knew the general’s views. 

With Eisenhower and Taft per- 
sonally missing from the Repub- 
lican side and such Democrats as 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, 
Vice President Alben Barkley and 
Senator Brien McMahon of Con- 
necticut not invited, some women 
delegates said they thought they 
may not have seen the July nomi- 
nees or the final winner.

The Republican elder statesman 
can be expected to chart a course 
for Eisenhower midway between 
the Formosa Firsters and unques- 
tioning acceptance of the Admin- 
istration’s actions in Asia.

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West German Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
is on the verge of becoming a lame duck. 


The coalition by virtue of which he -has gov- 


erned in Bonn is breaking up under: him. 

True, Dr. Adenauer faced similar trouble be- 
fore, and overcame it. Maybe he can do it again. 
But this. time, it will not be easy—if, indeed, it 
is possible at all. . 

Two of the three parties in the governing 
coalition, the Free Democrats and the German 
Party, have declared that the contract which 
the West German government has been negoti- 
ating with the Western Allies is unacceptable to 
them and that they will vote against its ratifica- 
tion. ' . 

Further, Dr. Adenauer has lost control of the 
Bundesrat, the upper chamber of the Bonn par- 
liament. This:came about with the selection of 
an anti-Adenauer delegation from the new south- 

, western state of Germany, despite the fact that 
Dr. Adenauer’s Christian Democratic Union 
polled the largest vote in the elections recently 
held in that state. 

American officials in Germany profess to be 
“stunned” by the latest turn in political develop- 
ments, but they should have seen it coming for 
weeks. Their blindness can be explained only by 
a wishful belief that the Germans were ready to 
accept any arrangement deemed best by the 
State Department. 

Even now, Washington seems to have no better 
way of meeting the crisis than.an attempt to get 
the pending agreement signed in a hurry. The 
Germans are béing told that delay might mean 
its rejection by a new American Congress next 
year. But a good many Germans—apparently 
more than Dr. Adenauer can command — are 
ready to reject it now. Even Dr. Adenauer ad- 
mits that it would not be binding on the next 
German government. 

The primary reason for this is the attraction 
many Germans find in the recent Russian offer 
of a reunited, autonomous Germany. Somehow, 
Washington, London and Paris must meet this 
challenge. And the best way to do so may be to 
call on the Russians to carry out their promises. 
Such careful observers as The New York Times’ 
Anne O’Hare McCormick believe that the Krem- 
lin has not the slightest desire to do this, that all 
it wants is another long-drawn-out session of 
talks to stall off the incorporation of West Ger- 
many in the European Defense Community. 

If so, it ought to be easy to call the Russian 
bluff, and to let the Germans see that it is a 
bluff. Says Mrs. McCormick: 

There is not the slightest possibility that 
when they apparently consent to free elec- 
tions for all of Germany, the Russians have 
any intention of carrying out the proposal 
on terms that would satisfy the democracies. 
They have no thought of opening up East 
Germany to the West, much less of permit- 
ting in their most important satellite a free- 
dom to vote against the Communists that 
would have the most dangerous repercus- 
sions in other Soviet states. 

If Washington, London and Paris were to 
reply to the latest Soviet note by accepting 
the offer of free elections and laying down 
specific conditions which must be agreed on 
before any negotiations can be held, they 
would lose nothing. Just to mention such 
conditions as freedom of all parties to cam- 
paign, release of political prisoners, aboli- 
tion of censorship and the apparatus of the 
police state is a guarantee that they would 
never be accepted. 

As we have suggested before: why not ask the 
Russians to put up or shut up? Dr. Adenauer al- 
ready has outlined terms somewhat like those 
suggested above. Let the Western powers say 
that they, too, favor free elections with these 
safeguards. Then the Russians would have to 
give up their hold on East Germany, or “they 
would have to drop the line of talk which is 
now causing the West-minded Bonn government 


so much trouble. * 
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Grab Bag 


A total of 103 candidates have filed for the 
11 seats at large which will be Missouri's allot- 
ment in the national House when Congress meets 
next January. . 

This is an average of 10 eandidates for each 
seat. Of the total 54 are Republicans and 49 
Democrats. This grab bag is a shame and a 
reproach to Missouri, all the worse because the 
state is now to repeat the lamentable experience 
of 1932. 

Responsibility for this complete breakdown of 
the machinery of representative government 
rests on thé Missouri Senate, the Missouri House 
and Gov. Forrest Smith. They have made a 
national spectacle of their state. 
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Politics and a Prosecutor 

The political brush-off continues for Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd, one of the 
best prosecutors that office has had. To com- 
plete the treatment his yearly pay has been cut 
from $7200 to $5800. 

As Acting Circuit Attorney, with a good rec- 
ord, Dowd should have been named Circuit At- 
torney when James W. Griffin died. Yet Gov. 
Smith passed over him and named Thomas E. 
Dowling, despite his inferior record. Dowling 
then demoted Dowd but promised to continue 
his salary as a trial attorney. And now in an off- 
hand note to Dewd, Dowling has cut his pay. 

This is a raw deal from beginning to end and 
can only be explained by politics. The Callanan- 
Hogan combine did not want Edward Dowd and 
apparently Dowling does not want him either. 
The two men are rivals for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Circuit Attorney in the Aug. 5 pri- 
mary. | 

When Mr. Dowd was the first to file for the 
nomination this newspaper said the primary 
might offer a clear-cut choice as to law enforce- 
ment. The choice is growing clearer all the time.

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Curtain at Jefferson City 

Our legislators at Jefferson City have been 
meeting technically for so long that final ad- 
journment has occurred very quietly. The length 
of the session—nearly a year and a half—was 
out of proportion to its achievements. Every- 
thing that our Senators and Representatives did 
of value they might just as well have done 
promptly. .The appropriation of $6,000,000 to 
start a four-year school of Medicine for the 
University of Missouri was a clear responsibility 
the minute the session opened. The same can 
be said of the program to improve the state’s 


roads and the stronger driver's license, both of ' 


which were adopted. 

But long as the session was, it is a question 
whether an unlimited session is better than a 
fixed one such as is proposed in a constitutional 
amendment which will be before the voters in 
November. This plan, which is designed to 
speed up the legislators, would limit sessions 
to five months. Fixed sessions contribute to log 
jams and in the last week scramble, good bills 
die and bad ones often pass. 

The merits of this proposal should be studied 
carefully and the. decision of the voters based 
on the weight of the arguments pro and con.

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May Day—and After—in Tokyo 

The May Day riots in Tokyo and other Japan- 
ese cities were all the more serious because they 
were so obviously led by Communists. If they 
had represented merely a public demonstration 
against the now legally ended American occupa- 
tion of Japan, they would have been serious 
enough, but remedial measures would have been 
relatively easy. One could say that the chief 
cause of the grievance had already been re- 
moved; and one could hope that incitement: to 
trouble would die down as the American role in 
Japanse life grew less and less obvious. 

These riots, however, were a threat to Japan's 
new democratic government. Further, realism 
demands recognition of the fact that the threat 
may continue for a long time. We doubt that 
Communism is strong enough in Japan to affect 
government policy directly. Continued agitation 
of a serious nature, however, might provoke the 
regime to measures incompatible with a demo- 
cratic constitution. It might also weaken the 
democratic faith of people new to self-govern- 
ment. It might give agitators of a different 
stripe a chance to cry for a return to the old 
authoritarian order “under which things like 
this could not happen.” 

The first preventive measure certainly should 
be an examination of the causes of unrest which 
the Communists are exploiting. Insofar as these 
represent genuine hardships, the United States 
should be as helpful as possible in removing 
them. Meanwhile, we can be glad that Norman 
Thomas and A. Philip Randolph, two Americans 
who witnessed the start of the Tokyo rioting, 
were able to report: 


We do not think that Communist rowdy- 
ism and certain jingoistic slogans and state- 
ments which we saw and heard today express 
the general sentiments of the Japanese peo- 
ple or of the mass of workers. 


Away With a Beech Tree 


A tree, as Thad Snow once wrote on this page, 
is bétter than a stump, but an exception might 
be made for the beech tree that was on the 
White House lawn. It has been moved if not cut 
down. This will give’ Mr. Truman an “unob- 
structed view” from his balcony, and a Chief 
Executive certainly needs an ungbstructed view. 

In his notes published in the book, “Mr. Presi- 
dent,” Mr. President wrote about the view from 
the White House south porch on June 28, 1948. 
On that day the Comintern had denounced Mar- 
shal Tito, and the Republicans had just finished 
their convention, and the Berlin blockade was 
on. But looking across the lawn toward the 
Washington monument, the President was able 
to consider a few fundamentals. 

There was a flower bed on the lawn where the 
cannas had been eaten to “rags and tatters” by 
beetles the year before, but the new petunias 
were doing well. The robins were busy. Over in 
the park a ball game was in progress. A barge 
was anchoring in the Potomac, reminding the 
President of one J. Q. Adams, who used to swim 
there and supposedly had his clothes stolen. 
That was in a day when the view was simpler. 

But even the view of June 28, 1948, through 
the shadows of a lovely evening, was the kind 
of view which a contemporary Mr. President 
ought to be able to afford once in a while. It 
was not exactly the same view as that allowed 
to Mr. Jones, sitting on his back stoop in Red- 
wing, but the viewpoint’ was the same. Unob-

The most dramatic fight the late Harold 
L. Ickes ever led for civil rights was that 
for Marian Anderson in 1939. Miss Ander- 
son, less well-known then, had been billed 
to sing for the Daughters of the American 
Revolution in Constitution Hall. 


The D.A.R. suddenly canceled her con- 
tract. Ickes immediately announced that 
he would grant her permission to sing on 
the steps of the Lincoln Memorial, which 
was under his con- 
trol as a National 
Monument. The con-- 
cert would take place 
on Easter Sunday. 
Everyone — and he 
meant everyone — 
was invited. 

The Washington 
metropolitan police 
went to the Secre- 
tary and offered him ° 
the entire police 
force. Obviously, 
they said, there 
would be race riots. 
There had never 
been such a huge 
mixed crowd as they now expected. The 
Secretary declined the offer. 

Then the army came around. “There’s 
going to be bloodshed,” they predicted. 
“We'll give you a who'e regiment.” He 
declined that too. He told them there 
would be no trouble if only the army and 
police would stay home. 

But he began to get a little nervous. He 
called in the Superintendent of the Nation- 
al Capital Parks, Marshall Finnan, 

“We want about eighteen of your park 
patrolmen to keep order. You're respon- 
sible—do you understand?”

Marian Anderson sang, perhaps as she 
had never sung in her life. There were 
tears in the audience, But everyone. stood 
with his head high. It was a day for pride.

But Bishop Sheen is never too learned, too 
abstruse; there is always a familiar exam- 
ple, a simple phrase to illustrate the point 
he is making. 


For Catholics “The World’s First Love” 
reaffirms and amplifies everything they 
have ever believed about Mary; for non- 
Catholics it will clarify many of the mys- 
teries about the Mother of God.

MERELY FINED FOR CONTEMPT 


_ WASHINGTON, May 2 (UP)— 
An “honest gambler” from Miami 
got a break in United States dis- 


trict court today. 

Judge Edward A. Tamm let

ERE is a rather disagreeable 

saying that can be put into 

parlor dress if it takes 700 
years! The form it takes in our 
correspondent’s inquiry is the 
popular one, “You'll get the 
dirty end of the stick,” or “I was 
left with the dirty end of the 
stick.” It is familiar enough in 
current speech in’ reference to 
one getting the short end of a 
bargain or being disadvantaged in 
some way in whatever the situa- 
tion may be. 

Bernard Shaw, in the lines 
quoted here, reversed the expres- 
sion, and before him, Sir Roger 
L’Estrange, the Tory Englishman 
writing at the turn of the seven- 
teenth century, put it this way: 
“The devil of money has the bet- 
ter end of the staff.” 

“The dirty end of the stick” 
used to be “The worse end of the 
stick,” or “The wrong end of the 
stick.” And you do not have to go 
back too far to find it “The worse 
(or better) end of the staff"! 

The saying was still current in 
this form in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The popular novelist, 
Samuel Richardson, for example, 
put it this way: “Miss Byron, I 
have had the better end of 
staff, I beljeve?” 

The preceding cefitury shows 
the idea flourishing in its more 
native habitat, that is in the se- 
date English where a stick was a 
staff and “to force” was “to 
wrest!” Here it is: “He having 
gotten (as we say) the better end 
of the staffe, did wrest our wills 
at his pleasure.”

invite. They are then to explore

formed the United States.” 

I knew all this, but when I was 
trying to think of the responsible 
people who were in the Commit- 
tee for the Promotion of World 
Government, Ex-Justice Roberts’ 
name came to my mind as highly 
respectable.

I MIGHT HAVE USED any of 
the others who also are highly 
respectable in the world govern- 
ment group, but I apologize to the 
justice and realize that it was 
wrong of me to put him in the 
wrong group.
